understand Nick Kennedy, WA5BDU, who is one of the gang here on this list 
won the CW shoot-out at the Delta Convention in Little Rock last weekend. 


Thanks for expanding my already almost universal fame, Jay. I recently had 
to explain to my non-ham brother that winning the test at 50 WPM made me a 
a very important individual and a force to be reckoned with. 


For purists who wonder if that was a "real" 50 WPM (minute of solid copy) 
no, I just had to answer questions about what I'd heard. I got 90% at 
50 WPM but fell to 50% at 55 WPM. 


I suspect that a guy who could pass the test I took at 50 would probably do 
well to copy 30 or 35 the old FCC exam way. I'd like to take a few passes 
at the W1AW qualifying runs to see if that's true. I'm sure it would take 
practice for me to do even 30 or 35. The "minute of perfect copy makes it 
hard," but the "plain text from a QST article" part makes it even harder 
(compared to typical QSO type stuff.) 


On the subject of CW speed (the real subject of this post) ... I'm 
beginning to believe that even a little bit of "speed work" can pay off. I 

won this same contest 4 years ago, but it was at 40 WPM and was a struggle. 
Since then, I've spent a little time with RUFZ. You may recall K7Q0O 
raving about it some time back. It's a really fun (but maddening) program. 
More like a video game than a practice session. 


The program sends random (but real) DX calls. You type in the call and 
then it sends the next one, for a total of 50 calls. Then a score is 
calculated, plus the highest speed you achieved. If you make an error, it 
Slows down a bit. If you get a call right, it speed up. In this fashion, 
no matter what your level of competence, the thing is always sending at (or 
slightly above) your maximum speed. I find that I typically get about 20 
or 25 calls incorrect in a session and that's probably about the norm. 


Another neat thing for you competitive types--the RUFZ author maintains a 
web site of players' scores. The program generates a validation code and 
you email it in with your score and he puts it up. Check out the page and 
you'll see K7QO at the top of the graybeard division. Oh yeah, RUFZ is 
shareware, or actually freeware, I think. It's a DOS program. 


http: //www.sk3bg.se/contest/rufzinfo.htm is a good place to start. Give 
RUFZ a shot. Hopefully I've given you enough forewarning that you won't 
give up in frustration right off the bat. It really is addictive. 


BTW--be sure to set up the program so it will give you an unlimited number 
of tries under the same call. That way you can see your improvement by 
looking at the high score list.

The ScQRPions hope to have 2 stations going for the event, using our 
club call sign NQ7RP. I'll be running 5W with my K-2 and a new antenna. 


It is a full sized 20M 3 EL beam, and will be up 23 feet at the foot of 
Picacho peak, near Tucson AZ, a collapsed volcanic core, and is indeed a 
monolith. The antenna will be pointed NE most of the time in an effort 
to work the Eastern stations. Hopefully the added gain will help drag in 
those mw stations a bit better, and the additional gain on my 
transmitted station won't hurt either. Since this is the first field 
test of my new antenna, I will be on 20M exclusively as far as I know. 


BTW, the antenna uses 6 SD-20 poles for the element supports, and 
weighs only about 15 pounds. It collapses down to a 4 foot long package, 
so can be stored in airline overhead bins.

The politics were that Warren Bruene, W5O0LY, said that part of Maxwell's 


stuff was "bunk" - mainly the stuff about conjugate matches with respect to 
amplifer output networks. Warren is a well known radio engineer who worked 
for Collins (long since retired), designed many BIG Collins radio 
transmitters starting back in the 40's, invented and patented many circuits 
(at least one of which is still found in commercial ham gear today), and 
authored many papers and articles in professional circles. Impressive 
credentials. A true RF amplifer expert. Walt Maxwell is no slouch either, 
also being well educated and having done excellent antenna work for RCA and 
NASA. A true antenna expert within a certian portion of antenna 
engineering, well versed in the associated mathematics, etc. 


Bruene started "working" on ARRL staff to remove Maxwell's work from ARRL 
publications, I believe mainly the stuff about conjugates and amplifiers. 
Bruene said this stuff was just plain wrong, and Bruene is an amp expert. 
The problem is that ( at least this is my read on how it went) the ARRL was 
caught between two experts in their own fields arguing about who was 
right. Naturally there wouldn't be anyone at ARRL who knew more than 
either one of these guys and that could really mediate the whole affair. 
Maxwell's and Bruene's are few and far between. In the end it appears that 
Bruene (with his impressive credentials) was more convincing than Maxwell. 
Instead of just removing the material about conjugates matches in the 
amplifer section of the ARRL Handbook (I believe that was Bruene's wish), 
ARRL removed EVERYTHING about conjugate matches that Maxwell had written 
anywhere. This included ditching his book too. It must have been a tough 
position for ARRL to be in. They had to listen to the arguments from both 
Sides and then be the judge and jury - and hope they were right with their 
decision. 


I have no idea which one of these guys is right (I'd have to know more than 
both of them put together to be able to know), and the argument between the 
two camps was still going on in Communications Quarterly back in 1999. 
Maxwell, Tom Rauch (Ameritron amp designer) and Jack Belrose (Canadian 
antenna scientist/ham) on one side versus Warren Bruene on the other. If 
you read the work done by either party on its own, you can be easily be 
convinced that you've read the final word on the subject. They have data, 
they have test equipment, they have math, they have a logical experiment 
and report scientifically. But when the two sides get into picking each 
other's work apart, you don't know what the hell is going on (are they both 
right ? are they both wrong? is he right about this part but wrong about 
that part? Sheesh).

Hi ! 


I'm finishing up work on an amplifier for my K2 and need some advice on 
how to measure the amp's harmonic output level .... I'd like to give myself 
some reasonable assurance that the amp's harmonics are suppressed to meet 
fcc requirements. Bench measurements (with a sig generator and a scope) of 
the amp's filters give me some comfort, but I'd like to do a full power 
test. 


Clearly the most accurate way would be to use a spectrum analyzer. But 
I don't have one. 


I've thought up the following (possibly hare-brained) scheme: 

a) create a high pass filter that passes the second harmonic, and 
terminate it with 50 ohms 

b) shunt the filter's input across a 50 ohm dummy load connected to 
the amp's output 

c) measure the voltage across the dummy load and the filter's load 
resistor 

d) repeat the above with a different filter, for each of the 8 hf 
bands. 


I realize this will aggregate the second, third, etc. harmonics into a 
single power measurement but maybe there is some "reasonable" assumption 
that can be made about the ratio of the second ant third harmonic powers 


(?). 
So, anyway, my questions are: 
1. Will the scheme work at all. And will it be reasonably accurate 


2. Is there a "conventional" method of making these kinds of 
measurement (hopefully easier, more accurate and/or cheaper to do) than 
the one outlined above? 

3. Is there anyone here in New Jersey with a spectrum analyzer to 
lend?

ps - I started working on the amp a few weeks after completing the K2 
(about a year ago). At that time I noticed that quite a few folks ignored 
my calls, so I quickly concluded that more power was in order (at least 
sometimes).

I decided to double check my logbook and made several updates to my 
website listing. I had forgotten I made about 30 QSOs at 500mW back on 
28 December.

QRP TTF is coming up quickly (Saturday!), and it's still not clear 
that I'll be able to get on the air. My hope is to operate from the 
Sandia Mountains near Albuquerque, about 2 miles above sea 

level. If I can get there, I'll set up near what the local rock 
climbers call "The Thumb", a piece of rock about 2000 feet tall 

and shaped like, well, a thumb. Yep, it's a thumb monolith. 


Some thoughts and suggestions for the contest... 


1. Twenty meters is always the workhorse for these contests, 
but don't neglect the other bands. The old ARRL CD Parties 
used to suggest checking 15 meters on the hour, 10 meters 

on the half hour. It was a great way to log lots of extra QSOs 
and multipliers in a short time. Let's give it a shot. 


2. Save some operating time for 40 meters at the end of 

the contest, when the sun is lowest in the sky. But don't be 
afraid to call CQ on 40 during the daytime. It's common to 
work stations a thousand miles away in daylight, even with 

5 watts. 


3. Don't always call CQ, don't always search and pounce. Mix 
it up. 


4. Don't get too hung up on looking for the ‘special bonus' 
stations. The way the scoring system is set up, they'll not 
have much of an impact on your score (hey, do the math!). 
Work everyone, everywhere! 


5. If you can, spread out your allowed operating time over the 
whole contest period. Getting on the air during a few different 
time periods will expose you to different propagation conditions 
and different stations to work. 


6. Don't get discouraged by bad conditions. Remember the 
sunspot group that gave us the nice aurora and dead bands last 
month? It has rotated back into position, and might give us 
problems again this weekend. But we're all in the same boat, so 
just hang in there and keep pounding away at the key. 


Contests like this are a great way to check out that new radio, 
try some different antennas, polish your operating techniques, 
learn more about propagation, and knock off some new states 
for QRP WAS. But you can't do any of that unless you get on 
the air... DO IT!

Gang, 

Things actually look pretty good for a great day on the bands tomorrow 
for NorCal's QRP To The Field (QRPTTF). Today's NOAA RSGA daily report 
is not out yet, but I wanted to issue this so it gets picked up on 
todays digest (for those on digest). 


Solar flux is hovering around 196. This is sufficient for good 

daytime propagation on 20M, 15M and 10M tomorrow. That is, the MUF 

will be well above 30MHz after about local noon for good skip propagation 
off the E and F layers. The main problem tomorrow may be working the 
state next to you! (short skip distances). 


The geomagnetic field has been quiet, with tomorrow's A-index probably 
in the 10 range, for quiet to unsettled conditions. So noise levels on 
20M and 40M should be about normal. 


We do have the potential for two problems: 


1. Some agencies are predicting the CME from yesterday's impulsive M8 
flare, which could reach the earth as early as noonish on saturday, 
might trigger minor storming conditions. I don't think the escape 
velocity of the CME was high enough to cause major problems, or that 
it will get here that soon. Probably mid-evening saturday. The 
solar wind is already kinda high, around 450 km/sec., and the shock 
wave is not expected to be much higher than this. www.dxlc.com is 
predicting possible severe storming -- while I respect this website, 
I don't know what such a severe prediction is based on. 


But this is all still a very unexact science. I don't personally 
think there is much threat of a geomagnetic storm during QRPTTF. 
And if it does get rocky -- it will be evenly rocky for all of us! 


2. Region 9393/9433 still remains capable of producing a major flare. 
If it does tomorrow during QRPTTF, the speed of light energies could 
disrupt HF for a short time, during the flare and a bit afterwards. 
Probably less than an hour. So if the bands go completely dead 
tomorrow VERY SUDDENLY, it is from a major flare -- and things will 
settle out within the hour. So don't pack up and go home - unless 
you live north of the arctic circle :-( 


Looking forward to working as many of you as we can from the VLA 

Radio Telescope, using the calls W9GFZ (Grote Reber's old call, inventor 
of the dish antenna). We'll have a certificate available for those who 
work us. Details next week. And of course it is a bonus station too! 
For those curious as to where we will be operating from, goto: 

http: //www.nrao.edu/tourist/visit.vla.html

Actually, here in Mass has more consumer protections than 
a credit card, and DEFINITELY more than a debit card! 


I first ran into this when I bought my daughter sneakers. They 
took my check, ran it through a machine, stamped it 'void' 

and handed it back. Then wanted me to sign a slip that they 
did it, and would debit my checking account ‘electronically’ 
within minutes of a working day... 


Well, I checked with my bank. How the heck could they have 
ALREADY accessed my account!! 


(Turns out they didn't! Due to a ‘system glitch', my checking 
account wasn't debited for almost 3 months!!) 


In the process, I learned a lot about the procedures 
and consumer rights of ‘direct debit'. It's actually not bad. 


I have a ‘lock' on all my accounts prohibiting direct 

draw. HOWEVER, the ‘electronic check debits' are NOT 

considered a direct draw. They are considered a check 
debit, and MUST match a sequential check number. 


If someone steals or otherwise forges a check, you have to 
go in and pretty much PROVE it to get the money back. 


However, on direct debit, if you catch it within the grace 
period (I think it's 90 days) the bank has to put the money 
into your account IMMEDIATELY and the 'biller' has to 

PROVE they can have the money. Evidently these go 

through some kind of ‘holding house' so your bank isn't 
even out the contested amount. 


I don't think the bugs are out of the system yet, but it seems 


to me, so far anyway, it's more ‘consumer protective’ than 
checks or credit cards.
